Government  agencies  everywhere 
are  joining  in  the  greatest  employ- 
mnt  campaign  ever  conducted  to 
secure  jobs  for  the  more  than  a 
hundred  thousand  enrollees  sched- 
uled for  discharge  from  the  Civilian 
Consei’vation  Corps,  September  30. 

The  nation,  corps  areas,  districts, 
employment  services,  companies, 
are  all  cooperating  whole-heartedlv 
to  help  find  a suitable  job  for  every 
man  leaving  the  ranks. 

An  idea  of  designating  Septem- 
ber 6 to  12  as  a special  emnloyment 
week,  for  the  purpose  of  getting 
these  boys  jobs,  is  spreading 
throughout  the  country.  Officials 
of  the  Fourth  Corps  Area  in  At- 
lanta and  the  various  district  head- 
quarters are  pledging  themselves 
to  aid  in  any  worthwhile  effort  for 
the  men. 

Company  commanders,  project 
superintendents,  educational  advis- 
ers and  camp  newspapers  are  con- 
ducting a far-reaching  appeal  for 
the  men  of  District  “H.”  List  of 
the  men  and  their  qualifications  are 
being  sent  the  home-town  news- 
papers with  a plea  for  help. 

The  educational  department  is  as- 
sisting men  of  the  camp  by  helping 
them  write  applications,  answer  ad- 
vertisements or  make  inquiries.  Dis- 
trict Executive  Officer,  Col.  Noble 
J.  Wiley  has  ordered  each  camp  in 
the  district  to  conduct  a class  in 
“job  getting.”

WHAT  OF  THE  CCC? 

Will  th®  organization  continue  serv- 
ing thousands  of  the  nation’s  youth  ev- 
ery year?  Will  the  genera!  public 
acclaim  the  work  in  years  to  come  with 
the  same  intensity  with  which  they 
have  praised  it  for  the  past  four  years? 

There  is  no  end  to  the  services  the 
triple  C performs.  The  sky  is  the  limit 
to  its  opportunities  for  the  young  men 
of  the  country.  The  experiment  has 
been  approved  by  the  “brains”  of  the 
nation.  The  future  has  been  assured 
for  three  more  years.  What  comes  of 
it  then  depends  to  a great  extent  upon 
the  success  of  the  next  three  years. 

Only  a fortnight  after  the  wdr  de- 
partment decided  to  discharge  more 
than  a hundred  thousand  in  September, 
the  selecting  agencies  find  it  hard  to 
fill  their  state’s  quotas.  Why?  Is  it 
because  there  is  work  for  all  of  them  to 
do  outside,  or  does  the  present  day 
youth  continue  in  school?  Could  it  be 
that  we  still  ask  too  many  questions 
when  enrolling  the  men? 

We  do  not  advocate  using  the  Civ- 
ilian Conservation  Corps  for  a pension 
heaven.  There’s  no  need  of  any  enrollee 
staying  half  his  life  in  the  organization, 
but  is  it  logical  to  turn  them  out  before 
the  rehabilitation  is  complete,  before 
the  community  is  prepared  to  take  them 
back  home?  We  believe  that  he  is  en- 
titled to  a decent  standard  of  living  and 
not  all  the  120,000  leaving  our  ranks  in 
September  will  get  that  when  they  re- 
turn home. 

Shall  we  stand  by  while  they  march 
back  the  same  road  they  trod  two  and 
three  years  ago?  Should  we  not  do 
something  more  for  them?  Should  we 
not  get  them  placed  in  worth  while  jobs; 
jobs  that  would  afford  the  decent  stand- 
ard of  living?  Does  this  regulation  not 

tend  toward  defeating  the  purpose  of 
the  great  peace-time  army?

We’re  living  in  a day  of 
electrical  devices,  automobiles  and  one- 
piece  bathing  suits.  We  have  meters 
measuring  the  speed  of  walkers,  the 
height  of  airplanes,  gallons  of  water, 
and  what  we  need  next  is  a money- 
meter. 

In  addition  to  a new  wage  scale  for 
CCC  enrollees,  we  should  have  an  in- 
strument to  measure  the  monies  in  your 
pocket  without  having  to  take  it  out. 
Only  too  often  we  begin  a count  that  em- 
barasses  us. 

A money-meter  would  save  young 
men  from  taking  the  shorter  route  home 
when  possibly  the  longest  way  would  be 
the  more  desirable.

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Extended  Leave 
May  Be  Granted 
For  School  Year 

Enrol  lees  Who  Want 
To  Attend  School 
May  Get  A WOP 
Leave 

An  extended  leave  of  absence  for 
the  purpose  of  attending  high 
school  or  college  will  be  available 
for  men  in  the  CCC  before  the  be- 
ginning of  the  fall  school  term, 
says  “Happy  Days”  the  national 
CCC  newspaper. 

The  provision  was  tacked  on  the 
late  CCC  bill  at  the  last  minute  by 
the  senate  and  approved  by  the 
house.  It  will  permit  commanding 
officers  to  grant  leaves  for  the  dui- 
ation  of  the  school  year  to  enrollees 
who  want  to  attend  school. 

Men  who  take  advantage  of  the 
leave  will  not  receive  pay  but  will 
have  the  opportunity  of  returning 
to  camp  and  take  up  where  they 
left  off;  the  time  they  were  absent 
not  counting  against  their  service 
period. 

Notification  of  the  arrangements 
and  procedure  for  this  part  of  the 
program  has  not  been  received  at 
this  headquarters  but  according  to 
“Happy  Days”  and  other  newspap- 
er reports,  the  war  department  will 
soon  notify  corps  areas,  districts 
and  company  commanders. 

Several  men  from  this  camp  have 
planned  to  return  to  school  this  fall 
under  the  new  arrangement. 

In  order  to  get  off  it  will  be  ne- 
cessary to  give  the  authorities  def- 
inite proof  that  you  have  enrolled 
in  a school  or  college  and  that  you 
will  attend  the  full  term.

PARK  OFFICE  REVEALS 
PROJECT  SP-IO  COST

The  project  on  which  the  boys  of 
this  camp  have  been  engaged  since 
their  arrival  in  Sebring,  more  than 
three  yars  ago,  is  being  visited  and 
praised  by  hundreds  of  local  citi- 
zens as  well  as  many  high  person- 
ages from  various  parts  of  the 
state  an  nation.  Officials  of  the 
Florida  Botanical  Garden  and  Ar- 
boretum have  held  “open  house” 
during  the  week,  conducting  indivi- 
duals and  delegations  from  civic  'i 
organizations  on  inspection  tours 
of  the  park. 

The  Florida  Botanical  Garden 
and  • Arboretum  have  been  pro- 
claimed by  many  outstanding  land- 
scape architects  and  possibilities  of 
serving  humanity  in  years  to  come. 
The  work  has  progressed  with 
great  rapidity  while  members  of 
the  CCC  performed  tasks  ranging 
from  common  labor  to  highly  skilled 
jobs. 

The  magnitudeness  of  the  project 
is  realized  when  it  is  learned  that 
during  the  time  that  the  CCC  have 
been  engaged  on  the  job,  they  have 
put  in  110,735  man-days  on  the  ap-. 
proved  54  jobs,  involving  a cost  of 
approximately  $530,317.66.  Of  this 
amount,  $442,940.00  is  the  cost  for 
“enrolled  time,”  otherwise  known 
as  the  total  cost  to  the  government 
for  maintaining  the  boys  and  set- 
ting up  the  various  jobs. 

An  expenditure  of  $67,48.5.55  has 
been  used  for  salaries,  tools,  sup- 
plies, gas  and  oil,  truck  parts,  and 
miscellaneous  expenses.  Materials 
for  the  jobs  cost  $19,892.11. 

Members  of  the  company  have 
built  a saw  mill  which  produced 
practically  all  the  material  used  in 
the  construction  work.  Between 
'HUjOOO  and  50,090  board  feet  has 
been  sawed,  cured  in  the  home- 
made dry  kiln,  and  dressed  on  the 
job. 

When  the  Florida  Botanical  Gar- 
den was  formed,  those  in  charge 
considered  the  establishment  of  a 
nursery,  to  be  a priority  project. 
Plants  for  future  gardens  were  to 
be  raised  and  tested  in  it.  As  a 
result,  this  project  is  one  of  the 
major  features  of  the  park.  Over 
300  different  plant  species  valued 
at  $4,000  is  being  cared  for  in  a 
modern  and  scientifically  arranged 
slat  house. 

There  is  to  be  found  in  the  nur- 
sery, an  assorted  collection  of  tree 
seedlings,  shrubs,  vines,  ferns,  or- 
chids, native  annuals  and  peren- 
nials. New  plant  immigrants,  both 
those  new  to  this  section  of  the 
state  and  new  to  the  state,  are  giv- 
en tests  ot  prove  their  adaptability 
for  use  in  landscaping  this  park. 
Every  method  of  propagating  stock 
is  being  used. 

Various  types  and  kinds  of  struc- 
tures have  been  going  forward  with- 
in the  past  three  years  and  are  be- 
ginning to  form  into  reality,  in  a 
minute  degree  the  Botanical  Gar- 
den and  Arboretum  which  those 
who  initiated  the  first  steps  in  this 
gigantic  enterprise,  and  hopes  to 
see  it  as  the  outstanding  institution 
of  its  kmd  in  the  state  of  Florida. 

It  has  been  estimated  by  Fredrick 
Law  Olmstead,  landscape  architect 
of  Brookline,  Mass.,  that  it  will 
take  50  years  of  work  and  an  ex- 
penditure of  $10,000,000.00  to  com- 
plete the  park  in  its  entirety. 

For  the  past  several  years,  work 
has  gone  steadily  forward  on  the 
transplanting  of  huge  masses  of 
native  landscaping  shrubs,  trees 
and  bushes.  These  will  form  the 
background  for  the  botanic  displays 
which  are  now  being  started  on  a 
comparatively  small  scale. 


Understudies  To  Get 
Several  Leaders  Jobs 


Seven  of  the  nine  leaders  rating 
in  Company  453  will  be  vacated  on 
September  30  when  the  wholesale 
discharge  is  completed.  All  park 
service  leadei-s’  ratings  and  all 
except  two  in  the  camp  overhead 
will  be  vacated  by  men  going  out 
on  account  of  age,  length  of  service 
and  the  local  experience  men. 

Most  of  the  assistant  leaders  rat- 
ings in  the  park  service  and  all  in 
camp  with  the  exception  of  com- 
pany clerk,  one  second  cook  and  the 
assistant  to  the  educational  adviser 
will  be  available  to  some  reliable 
understudy. 

Understudies  are  laboring  night 
and  day  trying  to  get  in  mind  all 
details  of  runing  a canteen,  a sup-  j 
ply  room  and  first  aid  department. 

Foremen  on  the  job  are  training 
men  to  take  over  the  jobs  of  their 
leaders  and  assistant  leaders. 

Joe  Robinson  is  training  for  the 
supply  sergeant’s  job  and  will  re- 
lieve leader  Earners.  Chester  Muse 
will  take  over  the  duties  of  the  can- 
teen steward  and  Jack  Collins  the 
first  aid.  Earl  Fletcher,  leader  in 
the  park,  will  relieve  James  Coker 
as  senior  leader.
